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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: in an applicator 
apparatus comprising a vehicle, a conventional hydraulic source supplied by a pump 
from a hydraulic fluid reservoir, an applicator boom extending laterally from the vehicle 
and pivotally attached to the vehicle such that the applicator boom can pivot up and 
down with respect to the vehicle, an extendable hydraulic shoulder cylinder, a 
conventional valve control directs hydraulic fluid to low or to raise the applicator boom, a 
gauge member kit for attachment to the applicator apparatus, the kit comprising: a 
gauge member adapted to ride along a surface of the ground, an active hydraulic circuit 
required to allow the applicator boom to move up and down with the gauge member as 
the gauge member rides along the ground, an active control operative to switch the 
boom from conventional mode to an active mode.
